NEW HOOVER 108 UP T0 
SUPREME WAR COUNCIL 


Proposed for U. S and Allied 
Relief Director—May Use 
Liners in German Ports. 


By the Associated Preas. 
PARIS, Nov. 80.—The plan for 


the appointment of Herbert *C. 
Hoover, the American Food Admin- 
istrator, as Director-General of Re- 
lief in charge of the entire food and 
relief administration for the Euro- 


pean allies and the United States, 
has been given approval, it was 
learned today, by the very highest 
American authority. It now, g0es be- 
fore the Supreme War Council for 
final determination. 

The relief plan contemplates be- 
sides the appointment of Hoover the 
use of the large passenger ships Im- 
perator, Bismarck and other big 
steamers in German ports for relief 
work and to help in securing the 
return of the American forces in 
Europe within a comparatively brief 
period. 

The supreme war council, which 
now will pass upon the project, has 
been specially summoned to meet 
in London at the invitation of Pre- 
mier Lloyd George. The council com- 
prises the .British, French and Ital- 
ian Premiers and E. M. House as the 
American representative. House will 
be unable to attend, however, owing 
to his recent attack of grippe. But 
the American views will be fully rep- 
resented and the council will have 
in writing the proposals concerning 
Hoover’s appointment and the use of 
German ships. 

Premiers Clemenceau and Orlando 
are on their way tb London, so it is 
probable that the supreme war coun- 
cil will be convened on the coming 
Monday. 


NEW GERMAN RES'ME BRUTAL 
AS OLD ONE, OFFICIAL DECLARES 


Marshal Foch to Convey French 
Government Protest Agninst 
Treatment of Prisoncrs. 

By the Associated Press, 

PARIS, Thursday, Nov. 28.—The 
French Government, through Mar- 
shal Foch, will send a vigorous pro- 
test to Berlin concerning the treat- 
ment of war prisoners, Edouard Ig- 
naz, Under-secretary for Military 
Justice and Pensions announced in 
the Chamber of Deputies today. 

He said the new Government in 
Germany treated the prisoners no 
better than the old one. The bru- 
tality of the Germans could not be 
surpassed, he added, and the reports 
of the Spanish and Swiss missions 
which investigated the condition of 
prisoners will show clearly how deep 
into barbarism Germany had sunk. 
Parcels sent to French  prison- 
ers were stolen and robbed, and the 
sending of parcels was suspended 
after the signing of the armistice 
for that reason. 

Plans had been fully made for 
the repatriation of prisoners, he 
concluded, and all precantions would 
be taken to see that all prisoners 
are returned from Germany.

MAN ARRESTED IDENTIFIED AS 
ROBBER IN RECENT HOLDUP 


Hs Is Police Sergeant's Son and Com- | 
plainant Refuses to Prosecate | 
for Fear of Violence. 


Private Barney Smith, 25 years 
old, son of Police Sergeant Smith of 
3640 Vista avenue, was identified at 
police headquarters yesterday as one 
of three men who at 4 a. m., Nov. 23, 
beat and robbed William Lwvvato of 
1404 Clara avenue, chauffeur em- 
ployed by the Yellow Taxicab Co. 
Srnith, wearing his military uniform, 
was arrested Friday night in a raid 
on Franklin avenue. 

After identifying the prisoner Lo- 
vato declined to swear to a warrant, | 
saying that he would not prosecute | 
for fear that he might meet further | 
harm. His story of the robbery is | 
that on the night of Nov. 22 he drove 
Smith and two other young men to 
several saloons in Brooklyn and Ven- 
ice. As he was approaching the Mc- 
Kinley Bridge on the return trip, he 
said, one of his passengers hit him 
on the head with a “billy” and or-| 
dered him to stop the car. He was 
then robbed of $20, he said, and com- 
pelled to sit in the back seat with two 
of the men while Smith took the 
wheel and drove to St. Louis County. 

About daybreak, Lovato said, the 
car broke down in Forest Park, and 
he was ordered to remain with it 
until the three men had sufficient 
time to escape. 

On Sept. 12 the military authori- 
ties at Jefferson Barracks asked the 
police to look for Smith. He had 
been posted as a deserter. He is 
held for the Jefferson Barracks com- 
mandant.

Address to American Soldiers 


\. AMERICAN HEADQUAR- 
hers IN FRANCE, Thursday. 


he text of Gen. Pershing’s 
Thanksgiving day address fol- 
lows: 

“Fellow soldiers, never in the 
history of our country have we, 
as a people, come together with 
such full hearts sa on this 
greatest of all Thanksgiving 
days. The moment throbs with 
emotion, seeking to find full ex- 
pression. Representing the high 
ideals of our countrymen and 
cherishing the spirit of our fore- 
fathers who first celebrated the 
festival of Thanksgiving, we are 
proud to have repaid a debt of 
gratitude to the land of Lafa- 
yette and to have lent our aid in 
saving civilization from destruc- 
tion. 

“The unscrupulous invader 
has been driven from the devas- 
tated scenes of his unholy con- 
quest. The tide of conflict which 
during the dark days of mid- 
summer—-threatened to  over- 
whelm the allied forces, has 
been turned into glorious victo- 
ry.- As the sounds of battle die 
away and the beaten foe hurries 
from the field, it is fitting that 
the conquering armies should 
pause to give thanks to the God 
of battles who has guided our 
cause aright. 


Soldiers’ Gift to Country. 


“Victory was our goal. Itisa 
hard-won gift of the soldier to 
his country. Only the soldier 
knows the cost of a gift we now 
present to the nation. As sol- 
diers inspired by every spiritual 
sentiment, we have each silently 
prayed that the success of right- 
eousness should be ours. Today 
with thankfulness we humbly 
acknowledge that His strength 
has given us the victory. We 
are thankful that the privilege 
has been given to us to serve in 
such a cause. 


“In this hour of thanksgiving 
our eternal gratitude goes out to 
those heroes who loved liberty 
better than life, who sleep yon- 
der, where they fell; to the 
maimed whose honorable scars 
testify stronger than words to 
their splendid valor, and to the 
brave fellows whose strong, re- 


lentless blows finally crushed 
the enemy's power. 

“Nor in our prayers shall we 
forget the widow who freely 
gave her husband, more precious 
than her life, nor those who in 
hidden heroism have impover- 
ished themselves to enrich the 
cause, nor our comrades who in 
more obscure posts here and at 
home have furnished their toil 
to the soldiers at the front. 

“To many fame has come. New 
names have been inscribed on 
the roll of immortals. To all 
have come a new outlook on 
life, a clearer perspective re- 
garding its obligations, a more 
exalted cénception of duty and 
honor and a deeper sense of re- 
sponsibility toRhe nation and to 
God.” 

Thankful for New Vision. 


“May be give thanks that wn- 
selfish service has given us this 
new vision, that we are able to 
return to our fireside and our 
country with higher aims and a 
firmer purpose, alike ennobling 
to ourselves and to those who 
have held long vigil and have 
prayed for us that we might 
worthily represent them. 

“This spirit that has won the 
victory is to become a permanent 
and indispensable mainstay of 
peace and happiness. It is nota 
matter of individual choice but 
of obligation, that we should 
proudly carry it back with us. If 
the glory of our military service 
has been a spontaneous offering 
of loyalty, it is too priceless to be 
cast aside by indulgence and too 
sacred not to be cherished al- 
ways. 

“Our nation awafts the return 
of its soldiers, believing in the 
stability of character that has 
come from self-discipline and 
self-sacrifice, confident of the 
new power that the stern school 
of war and discipline has 
brought to each of us. American 
mothers await with loving hearts 
their gallant sons. Great cause, 
indeed, have we to thank God 
for trials successfully met and 
victories won. Still more should 
we thank Him for the golden fu- 
ture, with its wealth of oppor- 
tunity and its hope of a perma- 
nent universal peace.”

“It is undoubtedly true that 
whenever. during the war, extraordi- 
nary powers were fittingly exercised 
and governmental control was as- 
sumed for war purposes, the read- 
justment to conditions of peace must 
be effected gradually and wish the 
circumspection essential to the pro- 
tection of all the public and pri- 
vate interests involved. But the 
immediate purpose should be to re- 
adjust as soon as may be, not to use 
war powers to control peace condi- 
tions, a proceeding essentially vicious 
and constituting the most serious of- 
fense against our institutions.” 


Suggests Railroad Reculation. 


He added that undue decentraliza- 
tion would be as dangerous to na- 
tional prosperity 
tion. Congress, he said, should pro- 
vide a sensible plan for railroad reg- 
ulation permitting sound credit and 
growth, stabilizing securities and in- 
suring &dequate service at reason- 
able rates. He also declared co- 
operation in industry to be just as 
essential in peace time as during the 
exigencies of war and that big busi- 
ness was needed, if soundly organ- 
ized and properly supervised. 

One great lesson to be aerived 
from the war, he said, was the need 


for expert knowledge in supervising | 


industry and commerce. 

He further declared that serious 
labor conditions were looming on the 
horizon and suggested that in order 
to take up the labor slack an effort 
should be made to start immediately 
all important public work through- 
out the country which has been held 
up during the war.

Giant Naval Craft, Largest in World, 
Is Equipped With 3 Liberty Mo- 
tors Developing 1200 H. P. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—The 
navy’s newest type seaplane. the 
giant No. 1, the largest seaplane in 
the world, broke all records for the 
number of passengers carried in anv 
airplane when it made a flight with 
50 men on board Wednesday at the 
Naval Air Station, Rockaway, L. I. 

No special modifications of 
plane were made for the flight, 
which was made to demonstrate the 
lifting power. 
The No. 1 is the first American tri- 
motored seaplane and is propelled 
by three Liberty motors that develop 
a maximum of 1200 horse-power, 
giving it a cruising speed of 80 miles 
an hour. In the test flight the plane 
was piloted by Lieut. David H. Mc-

War Risk Insurance Bureau 
Announces That No 
Change Will Take Place 
Unless Congress Amends 
Act.

PREMIUM SLIGHTLY | 
INCREASES YEARLY 


Present Term Policy May Be 


' Changed to Standard Form 
~ After Five Years — More 


Than $40,000,C00,000 
Held. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- | 
} Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.-—-No dis- 
charged soldier need be anxious 
about his Government insurance. The 
insurance will continue in force as 
jong as the premiums are paid, and, 
unless Congress should see fit to 
change the terms of the present wer | 
risk insurance act, the United States | 
will continue to conduct the greatest | 
life insurance business in the world. 
The act places no time limitation on 
fhe activity of the Government in. 
this field, and, so far as, known to; 
ihe officials of the Bureau of the! 
War Risk Insurance. no change from 
the present plan is in contemplation. | 
Instructions have been given by 
the War Department that when a 
soldier leaves camp to return to civ- 
flian life he shall be handed a mem- 
orandum containing full information 
as to his ineurance. This memoran- 
dum informs him that if he wishes to 
continue the insurance, it will be 
reces«sary for him to make payments 
of the monthly premium to the dis- 


bursing clerk, Bureau of War Risk | 
Insurance, Treasury Department, | 
Washington, by check or money or- 
der payable to the Treasurer of the 
United States. 

» Yearly Premium Increase... 

The insurance is what is known as. 
“vearly renewable term” insurance, 
on which the premium increases 
slightly each year. To simplify the | 
task of keeping the accounts of the 
more than 4,000,000 persons who are 
now carrying Goverinment policies, | 
an arbitrary date, July 1, has been 
fixed for the increase. The present | 
retes will continue effective till July | 
1, 1919, when, in the case of all poli- 
cles that have been in force more | 
than a year, there will be an increase 
in premiums. Thereafter*there wil! | 
be an advance in premium on each | 
July 1 up to and including 1923. | 
The memorandum given the soldier 
on his discharge shows what he will | 
have to pay each year. | 

A table of monthly premiums for | 
each $1000 of insurance shows the | 
cheapness of the protection given by | 
the Government, and the slight na- | 
ture of the ithereases from year to | 
year. At the age of 20, for instance. | 
& soldier pays 64 cents a month for | 
each $1000, and five years later ho | 
will pay 66 cents. | 

Change After Five Years. 

This term insurance may be car- 
ried for five years after the declara- 
tion of peace. Within the five years, 
unless he wishes his policy to lapse | 
at the end of that period, he must} 
apply to the Bureau of War Risk In-'! 
surance for the conversion of his | 
term policy into some other form of | 
insurance. The law provides that. 
the policy may be converted into or-| 
dinary life, 20-payment life, endow-' 
ment maturing at age of 62. or, 
some other standard form. No med- 
ical examination is required. Forms 
for all these policies are being pre- 
pared by the bureau. 

“This insurance,” said Secretary 
McAdoo in a recent statement. “will 
continue to be Government §insur- 
ance.” 

The Secretary reminded all 
diers and sailors that it was 
opportunity and their privilege”’ 
keep up their insurance with 
Government after the war. 

“It is”’’ he sald, “the strongest. 
safest and cheapest life insurance | 
ever written. The advantages of 
keeping this insurance in force can- 
not be emphasized too strongly.’’ |

He 
Stated that Nagel had been a regu- 
lar contributor to the Leader for six 
years, ever since his retirement from 
the office he held in President Taft's 
Cabinet, under an agreement to 
write two articles a month for $125 
each, and when, through press of 
business, he had heen 
write but one article, he would ac- 
cept payment only ror the one in- 
stead of $250 for the month, though 
the association tried to pay him on 
that basis. At no time, said Haem- 
erling, did Nagel ever get $500 for 
any two articles. His denunciation 
of Gabryel was as thorough as it 
was picturesque. 

At the offices of Deputy Attorney- 
General Becker, who gave out the 
Gabryel testimony of the Army In- 
telligence Bureau and of Harold 
Harper, Assistant United States At- 
torney, there was no knowledge of 
the date of publication of the arti- 
cles referred to by Gabryel, - the 
Statement being made that the files 
of the American Leader had not 
been subpenaed. 

When Haemerling was asked as 
to the character of the American 
Leader and its circulation, he de- 
scribed it as a “class publication,” 
but admitted it was devoted to ad- 
vancing the interests of the Asso- 
ciation of Foreign Language news- 
papers and had but a nominal) circu- 
lation.

NEW YORK. Nov. 30.—The Eve- 
ming Post, in its copyrighted finan- 
celal weekly review, says: 

“The more or less prevalent dis- 


cussion, as to whether the restric- 
tion on use of bank credit in the 
Stock Exchange ought not to be re- 
laxed or removed, has had the nat- 
ural reaxnit, this week, of exempting 
from such restriction borrowings to 
purshase bonds or short term notes. 
The whole discussion, however, has 
diracted attention to the manner in 
which the expectations, which were 
the basis of the original restriction, 
have failed to materialize. 


“There were two reasons for ap- 

plying such restraint: one of them 
arising from circumstances prevalent 
before Germany's offer of surrender, 
the other arising at the moment when 
the armistice was signed. The first 
was grounded on the Treasury's ex- 
pectation that, including the fourth 
loan, the Government would have to 
raise $16,000,000,000 on its bonds be- 
fore the end of next June. This im- 
mense impending requisition stands 
to make absolutely necessary the 
conserving of credit facilities, by 
moral suasion, or by compulsion. 

“The second reason} was based on 
what seemed likely to happen on the 
Steck Exchange after the definite 
news of peace. It was believed both 
by the banks and by many of the 
most experienced Stock Exchange 
members. that the announcement of 
the ending of the war would be fol- 
lowed immediately by a violent and 
excited advance in prices, with wide- 
spread speculation for the rise. This 
1t was very désirable to hold in 
check 

“What has happened is that the 
ending of the war, and the war-time 
scale of public expenditure, reduced 
the reasury'’s estimate of anticipated 
United States loans from $16,000,000,- 
000 to $12,000,000,)00, and of this sec- 
end sum, no less than $6,989,000,000 
had already been subscribed in the 
Oetober loan: while as for the stock 
market, expectations of a ‘peace 
boom’ were promptly disappointed. 

“Prices on the Stock Exchange at 
first hardly moved at all; subsequent- 
ly, there have been alternative down- 
watd and upward movements, with 
the genera] tendency towards a some- 
what lower level but with abundant 
evidence that both the selling and the 
buying came from professional spec- 
ulators and not from the outside in- 
‘vesting public. 

“These changes in the situation do 
mot necessarily prove- that all re- 
straint upon purchase of stocks on 
ered't ought forthwith to. be abvl- 
ished. It is undeniable that an un- 
even and somewhat abnormal conli- 


tion will naturally be created by fet-, 


tering speculative buying while spec- 
ulative selling has its own way. In 
some measure this may agcount for 
the market's genera! tendency. But 
from the viewpoint of the market it- 
eelf, that would be no final explana- 
tion of the course of prices. 

“Restrictions on use of bank credit 
would not prevent the outside public 
from coming in enthusiastically as a 
buyer, if it chose so to use its own 
money. 

“Conversely, if the public had con- 
cluded to sell the stocks already in 
ite hands, then even the complete re- 
moval of restraint on speculative 
buying would not prevent a heavy 
fall. The really esséntial fact is 
that the real outside investor has 
Gone neither the one thing nor the 
other. 

“Hiow is this action (or Inaction) to 
be explained at a juncture of such 
importance in the political and fi- 
nacial situation? 

“Tt should be observed, in the first 
place, that with the probable excep- 
‘tion of the German and “Austrian 
Stock Mxchanges, the response of Eu- 
rope has been even more apathetic.

CORN PRICES ARE HIGHER 
OWING TO SMALL RECEIPTS 


Trading fdr the Week Slightly Fa- 


vors the Bulls; Forcign Needs 
Also a Factor. 

Rural disinclination to sell exer- 
cised a bullish influence in the corn 
market here last week, and especially 
so after word came that food relief 
for Europe would be organized on a 
broad humanitarian basis. Compared 
with a week ago, corn quotations yes- 
terday varied from 1%c off to 2%c 
higher; oats ranged from steady to lc 
higher. Yesterday’s - market was 
pointed downward. 

At first the fact that cold weather 
pointed to larger receipts had a de- 
cidedly weakening effect on the corn 
market. Announcement that Argen- 


|} tine corn was being shipped to Bel- 
' gium and that South Africa was ship- 


ping heavily to Great Britain tended 
also to depress values here, but this 
was offset later by rumors that spec- 
ulative short selling of corn might 
be put under official ban. 

Then evidence began to develop 
that farmers were adopting a hold- 
back policy, and the market Friday 
swung upward in earnest, with the

Oats were governed mainly by the 
factors that ruled corn, and there was 
considerable realizing in yesterday's 
market, with prices slightly under 
Friday's. 

Upturns in provisions seemed due 
to a large extent to the fact that 
shipments were much in excess of a 
year ago. 

Primary receipts of corn have been 
only 15,500,000 bu this month. They 
are larger than last year, but a trifle 
below the average of the past five 
years. Chicago has received her 
usual November proportion. South- 
west has a short crop. It gets most 
of the early run of new corn, but 
Chicago comes into her own in De- 
cember and January. December re- 
ceipts are generally much larger than 
November. January usually leads. 

The world’s exportable surplus of 
wheat is estimated by Broomhall at 
688,000,000 bu, or ly 12,000,000 bu 
less than by Chicago statisticians a 
month ago. He gives the United 
States 240,000,000 bu, Canada 80,- 
000,000 bu, Argentine 48,000,000 bu 
and Australia 160,000,000 bu, or 528,-/% 
000,000 bu old wheat. From the 
new crop he estimates Argentine at 
120,000,000, bu and Australia 40,- 
000,000 bu, but makes no figures for 
India, which is not included in the 
old crop. The heaviest pre-war sea- 
son’s imports of wheat into Europe 
were 584,000,000 bu, and the average 
about 480,000,000 bu.

These and other subjects are discussed in the fol- 
lowing article, prepared by C. G. Grey. editor of the 
Aeroplane, and England's foremost authority on tech- 
nical aviafion. It reveals quite a number of startling 
achievements already attained, but not yet generally 
knoion.

N view of the interest taken in the present 
and future doings of airplanes by all classes 
of the community in these days, it seems ad- 
vVantageous to discourse on some of the things 
which are possible for airplanes today, on 
some of things which were demonstrated as 
being possible some time ago, and yet are 


* not done, and on some of the things which seem likely 


to be possible in the future. 

This line of thought was produced by the recent 
remark of a well-known writer that “there are two 
discoveries which, so far as can be foreseen, will have 
te be made before the full commercial use of the 
heavier-than-air machine can be realized. One of 
these is a means of rising from or alighting on the 
ground without the preliminary run, in the one case. 
or the subsequent one in the other, which makes the 
provision of an extensive aerodrome necessary before 
the machine can safely leave or return to the earth. 

“The other, which may seem to the lay mind to be 
of far less importance, but which the medical man 
knows to be at least as indispensable as the other, is 
some method of silencing the noise of the engine and 
propellers and the hum of the wires, lest the roar of 
hundreds of machines contin crossing to and fro 
over our heads should make the country as noisy as 
the town, and thus bar the last refuge for overstrained 
nerves.” 

These are certainly very interesting points, but one 
can safely say that in the light of past experience no 
epoch-making discovery is necessary to satisfy the 
implied demand. In the first place, purely as a matter 
of scientific interest, it is useful to note that a good 
airplane actually gets off the greund with a shorter 
run in proportion to its length than does a bird. Some 
of the bigger and clumsier birds, such as the vultures, 
find great difficulty in getting off flat ground at all. 
They usually launch themselves from a rise in the 
ground. Even the small birds take two or three long 
hops before getting off. Sea birds make a very awk- 
ward job of getting off a flat calm, and prefer to launch 
themselves off the top of a wave. Watch a duck get- 
ting off a pond if you want to see a thoroughly bad 
example of a flying machine starting. 

We certainly do better, taking it all round, with 
modern airplanes. A big, heavily-laden bomber cer- 
tainly needs a longish run in which to rise clear of 
the ground, but when lightly loaded it will get away 
in a remarkably short space, and the small high-speed 
scout can, in the hands of a skillful pilot, be lifted off 
in about twice its own length. 

But as a matter of fact, the run- which an airplane 
takes is generally much longer than is necessary, for 
as a rule the pilot opens his throttle gradually and lets 
the machine gather speed on the ground equally grad- 
ually. HM the machine is held back till fhe engine is 
running “all out’ and is then released suddenly, it 
will leap off the ground almost immediately. 

Some six or seven years ago a good many aviators 
used a species of quick release gear, very similar to 
that used in the leash with which greyhounds are held 
at coursing matches, only it was released by the avi- 
ator in the airplane and not by the person who re- 
mained behind. With its aid it was possible to hitch 
an airplane to a gate post or fence, open the engine 
wide out, and get off with the shortest possible run. 
Why it is not used today by all cross-country fliers is 
a mystery. 

It would save many accidents which occur, either 
through getting a crowd of clumsy rustics to hold the 
machime—they generally let go too soon or too late— 
or through trying to start out of a small field in which 
there is no room to gather speed gradually, which 
generally results in hitting the hedge or a tree on 


the opposite side. 


However, apart from al] that, mechanical launching 
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gears, more or less of the catapult type, were advo- 
cated some two or three years before the war. In 
fact, the very first airplane which ever flew—that of 
the Wright brothers—was launched along a rail by a 
catapult gear, and despite its feeble engine it rose in 
a very short distance. 

A recently published account of the King’s visit to 
the grand fleet described how his majesty witnessed 
the launching of an airplane from the turret of a bat- 
tfeship. The apparatus used was, naturally, not de- 
scribed in detail, but it is evident that the turret of a 
ship does not provide a long run. Therefore, it is fair 
to assume that we have already arrived at the time 
when a big aerodrome is not necessary for starting if 
it is really desired to start from a small place. 


Now, as regards landing. One grants that a bird 
can and does land without a subsequent run. That is 
the result of inherited ability and personal skill rather 
than because of any mechanical advantage. A bird’s 
chief advantage in this respect is that he can turn his 
wings to such an angle that they operate very much 
like a parachute. At the same time be is not so 
very much better than a really skillful aviator on a 
lightly loaded airplane. oo 

One knows of many pilots who can land such a ma- 
chine literally on a pocket handkerchief. That is to 
say, they will plank a machine on the ground so that 
ic will not run its own length, and will pull up with 
the body of the machine covering a handkerchief placed 
on the ground as a mark. 

It is on record that a certain very skillful pilot, for a 
bet, made 90 landings in a flight of 90 miles, between 
London and Portsmouth, landing whenever his pas- 
senger, who was the other party to the bet, gave the 
signa! to land, and getting up again without assistance. 
There were no pre-arranged landing grounds, and most 
of the country en route consists of small fields, with 
many trees round them. In no case was there any 
space as big as even a small aerodrome. This, how- 
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was tried in 1911 by the late Eugene Ely, a famous 
American aviator, who flew a Curtiss biplane 
off the shore at San Francisco and alighted on 
the deck of the aged American cruiser Pittsburg. 
He had a sloping platform arranged on the stern of 
the vessel, and across it at a height of a foot or two 
he laid ropes weighted at the end with sand bags. 

The airplane landed up the slope, picked up the 
first of the ropes on the vertical struts of the under- 
carriage, which slowed it somewhat, then a few feet 
further on it picked up the second rope, and so on. 
As it collected each rope it had to tow a couple of heavy 
sandbags up the slope with it, so that by. the time it 
had to tow a dozen sandbags the braking effect was 
very considerable, and the machine actually came to 
rest in about 30 feet. 

A still more ingenious notion was tried by the late 
M. Pegoud, who is generally known as the first avia- 
tor to give public exhibitions of looping-the-loop. He 
had a simple but ingenious snap-catch arrangement, 
something like an automatic coupling for railway car- 
riages, fitted in an upright position above his head, 
on a Bleriot monoplane. With this he flew along 
upderneath a wire. cable stretched between two posts, 
and guided his machine so that the jaws of the snap- 
catch clipped the cable. | 

As soon as they did so he switched off his engine 
and the machine, after the catch had slithered for a 
few feet along the cable, came to rest and hung sus- 
pended. This was in 1912, and at the subsequent 
Aero Show in Paris, M. Bleriot exhibited a model of 


a battleship with ‘“perching cables” for airplanes 


stretched between booms projecting from the sides. 


The idea was, and is, perfectly workable if the detail 


mechanism were developed and improved. 

There have been various other notions of a more or 
less similar nature brought forward from time to 
time, so when it is considered to be desirable for air- 
plan alight in a small space it will be quite pos- 
sible “fs m to do so. 

As with everything else in the ‘world, the perform- 
ances of airplanes are purely a matter of supply and 
demand. It must be remembered that what airplanes 


actually do today is no criterion of what they can do 
when the demand arises. Today all airplanes are war 
machines, and therefore the demand is entirely for 
war performance, which means terrific speed, enormous 
altitude and extraordinary maneuverability, together 
with the ability to lift bombs, machine guns, ammut- 
nition and other paraphernalia of war. The whole

At Laon, weak from fatigue and hunger, Savicki was 
put in prison barracks in which were quartered sev- 
eral hundred other Americans, French, British and 
Italians. The barracks had been converted from some 
large public building and was surrounded by a barbed 
wire fence. On the morning of his arrival, three days 
and 16 hours after his capture, Savicki was given his 
first meéal. 

All the prisdners were lined up ‘end every seventh 
man was handd@d a chunk of black, sour German war 
bread, weighing three pounds. This was the daily 
ration for seven men. The man to whom it was hand- 
ed shared it equally with six comrades. To supplement 
this, half a can of liquid was given each man. Savicki 
thought it was hot water until it was explained that 
it was supposed to be coffee. Whatever ingredient it 
had been made of hadn't destroyed the transparency 
of the waiter. 

For a month and a half Savicki was at Laon, and 
this is how he described his stay there, in an interview 
with the Stars and Stripes, official journal of the 
American expeditionary force: 

“There were several hundred prisoners, about 50 
of whom were Americans. We worked every day from 
7 o'clock in the morning until 8 or 9 o'clock at night. 
We were divided into small gangs of from six to 12 
to work on the roads, on the railroads or unloading 
supplies. Always there were almost as many guards 
as prisoners. If théy sent eight men out, they had five 
or six guards. | 

“We had to walk one, two or three miles to our 
job, and usually we worked hard. Sometimes we would 
get a good bunch of sentries who would let us rest oc- 
casionally, but mostly we were made to work hard 
all the time. Those who did not work were beaten 
by the sentries with their rifle 
butts. 

“Every. morning we were given 
our bread ration—three pounds for 
seven men. At morning and night 
we .were given a can: of the go- 
called coffee. At noon we were given 
soup made of some kind of grass 
and horse meat. There never was 
much meat in it, though. The 
noonday issue was the only pre- 
tense of a meal of the whole day. 
I lived on it for a month and a half,

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Kighty-eight per cent of 75 persons killed were eS and 6214 per cent 
were struck while crossing street away from crossings—Sharpdncrease in 
number of accidents to children—-Comparison with last year’s statistics 


HEN the Post-Dispatch Sunday 
Magazine, a year ago, presented an 
analysis of the automobile fatali- 
ties in the city for the ‘first 10 
months of the year, the two most 
impressive facts disclosed wer: 
that 74 per cent of the persons 

hilled were pedestrians, and that at least 50 per cent 

of the victims were struck while crossing the street 
elsewhere than at the regular crossing places at the 
corners. 

A similar analysis of the fatal accident here for the 
first 10 months of 1918 startlingly increases both 
these figures. Eighty-eight per cent of this year’s 
victims were pedestrians, and 621-2 per cent of them 
were killed on the street away from crossings. With 
an increase of 10 in the total number of deaths this 
year, there was an increase of 18 in the number of 
fatalities to pedestrians. 

A sharp increase also is shown in the proportion of 
ehildren, killed. Thirty-five per cent of all of this 
year’s auto victims were below the age of 15 years. 
About 15 per cent were above 60, there being some in- 
crease in this division also. Thus half of those killed 
this year were children or old persons, whereas last 
year a large majority were between the ages of 16 
and 60. 

Otherwise, the analysis reveals few facts differing 
radically from those surrounding last year's deaths. 
A few comparisons are here given: 

Twenty per cent of this year’s fatal accidents oc- 
curred in a small area downtown, as compared with 
22 per cent last year. ? 

Thirty-two per cent of the accidents occurred in the 


three hours between 5 p. m. and 8 p. m., as against 30 


per cent last year.

perienced drivers and few joy riders had fatal acci- 
dents. The same was found to be true last year. 


All statistics this year, as last, are from the official 
records. of the City Coroner, Dr. Rudolph S. Vitt, with 
whose assistance the tabulations were compiled. 


The total number of deaths here from automobile 
accidents in the first 10 months of this year was 75, 
as compared with 65 in a like period last year. Seventy- 
two of the accidents were in St. Louis. The three 
others Were in St. Louis County, but the persons in- 
jured died in St. Louis, so that the cases are a part 
of the St. Louis records. 

Some of the interesting points not already noted, 
which are brought out by tabulation of the statistical 
facts in connection with the fatalities, are: 

In 36 o of the fatal accidents the drivers were chauf- 
feurs, and in 33 owners of the machines. In six in- 
stances the driver fled without his identity being dis- 
closed. 

Sixty-nine of the drivers were white persons, and, 
so far as known, none was a negro, the point being 
undetermined in the cases of the six drivers who 

Fifty-one of the machines in fatal accidents were 
passenger automobiles, and 22, or much less than half 
that number, were delivery vehicles, either of the light 
variety, or heavy trucks.

crossing places—‘‘in the middle of the block,” 
walking,” as it. is commonly called. 

More fatal accidents occurred in the three hours 
from 5 p. m. to 8 p. m. than in the seven preceding 
hours, or in the 10 following ones. The next heaviest 
period was from 8 p. m. to midnight, with 15 fatali- 
ties. In each of the periods from 10 a. m. to noon, 
and noon to 5 p. m., there were 11 fatal accidents. 
In the period that the joy rider is supposed to hold 
especial sway, namely, between midnight and morning, 
there were seven fatalities, an increase of one com- 
pared with last year. 

The record by months again shows extreme irregu- 
larity, and gives no more indication than it did last 
year that the time of year. has any bearing on the 
number of accidents. Last year the largest number of 
deaths in any one month was 12 in Ju This year the 
record is held by February, with the same number. 
The tabulation shows that in comparison with last 
year there were increases in some months and de- 
creases in others, without any apparent key to the 
cause. 2 

There were three fatalities in parks, one each in 
Tower Grove, Forest and Fairground. The only park 
death last year was in/Porest Park. 

For the purpose of tabulating the fatalities within 


St. Louis by locations, the city was divided into six 


districts. The territory included and the number of 
fatalities in each follows:

Commenting on the facts presented by analysis of 
the automobile fatalities statistics, Coroner Vitt said: 

“One of the saddest things about this year’s acci- 
dents is the abnormal increase in the number of chil- 
dren killed. If a special effort should be made in 
any one direction more than in another to stop the 


_ horrible slaughter of human life by automobiles, it 


should be in the direction of protecting the little ones. 


“It is probable that most parents try to teach their 
children to be careful, but even that is not enough. 
I believe the subject is one that should be taken up 
by the educational authorities, and that precautionary 
instruction against not only automobile accidents, but 
all of the other varieties of accidents that yearly take 


such a heavy toll of lives, should be drilled into the. 
child from the time it enters its first classroom until 


it leaves school. 


“There is a popular impressien, I am aware, that. 
“many of the automobile accidents are due to care- 


less driving. I pointed out last year that the statistics:

‘ WISH it were possible for you to say 
in letters two inches high that not an- 
j other day should go by without steps 
being taken to form a strong organiza- 
tion for consjstent and persistent effort to re- 
duce the toll of life and limb from traffic acct- 
dents. (City officials, traction officials, railroad 
officials, automobile organizations, safety first 
organizations, school authorities, civic organiza- 
tions and others should join in the movement. 
“On this date (Nov. 18) the seventy-ninth 
automobile fatality of the year has been report- 
ed. In addition, 32 persons have been killed by 
street cars and 52 by railroad trains.. 

“The total of accidental deaths from all 
causes in the city for the year will probably be 
well over 500, or an average of pete 10 per~ 
week. Yet in safety week rere, w a house 
to house, school to school,’adnd, you might say, 
a mouth to mouth canvass was being made 
throughout the city in the interest of precau- 
tions against accidents, there was but one ac- 
cidental death. Not one person killed by auto- 
mobile, street car, train or other vehicle. Does 
not this make the -possibilities of an organized 
effort to prevent traffic accidents—in fact, all 
kinds of accidents—apparent?’’—Dr. Rudolph 8. 
Viyt, Coroner of St. Louis.

made out a very good case in favor of the driver as 
against the pedestrian, and | call attention to the fact 
that this year’s statistics emphasize last year's show- 
ing in this regard. 

“There are two classes of accidents which can be 
charged for the most part to careless driving. One 
is collisions, and the other the overturning of ma- 
chines, so that the occupants are thrown out. In 
the first 10 months of last year there were 14: fatali- 
ties from such accidents. This year, in the correspond- 
ing moriths there are but seven, or exactly half last 
year’s number. It seems to me an unagswerable propo- 
sition that if there were any large amount of careless 
driving there would be a larger number of deaths from 


‘machines colliding with each other, running into ob- 


stacles, or off of embankments, and other kinds of 
accidents in which occupants of the machines are 
killed. The fact that these kinds of accidents have 
been reduced by half in a year indicates clearly to me 
that there has been increased carefulness on the part 
of drivers, especially when it ‘is considered that the 
number of automobiles increases annually. = 


‘‘However, because of this very increase in automo- 
bile traffic, as well as other-kinds of traffic, the man 
at the wheel must be more careful than ever. The 
amount of carelessness on the part of others can not 
relieve him of any part of his share of responsibility 
in the matter. 

“The fact that 62 1-2 per cent of all the persons killed 
in St. Louis were pedestrians, who were struck while 
‘jay walking,’ speaks for itself, and I would like to try 
again to impress upon all persons who have occasion 
to go about on foot, particularly in the congested down- 
town section of the city, the importance of crossing

HE submarine was to crush England to 
her knees. That was the German side 
of it. Actually, it sealed Germany’s own 
doom when it brought the United States 
into the war with the allies. That 
story is known. 

But how about ‘the fellows who beat 
the U-boat? For beaten it was in the closing days 
of the war; its power for destruction nullified greatly; 
its potence so reduced that a British sea lord told 
the House of Commons that the “U-boat was no longer 
@ menace, just an annoyance.” 

Our American sailors, American boats, flyers, Amer- 
ican airplanes, merchant ships and the like, helped 
to beat the “huge steel shark” that preyed off allied, 
American ard neutral shipping alike. Our forces 
helped to comb the channel bottoms of the mines, 
“devil’s food;” our sailors, like those of Britain, met 
each new terror with a new resolve. “Damn the tor- 
pedoes, go ahead!” said Farragut in our own Civil 
War. And go ahead they did, in this one, too. “To 
hell with the U-boats; they can't keep me off the seas,”’ 
said an American who had been torpedoed, “dipped”’ 
he called it, nine times, while in merchant service be- 
tween this country and Great Britain. 

How the U-boat was vanquished is told of in a new 
book, “Hunting the German Shark,” issued by the 
Century Co. The author, Herman Whitaker, spent 
several months with the American forces combatting 
the U-boats, by special permission of the United States 
Government. He has set down a graphic story of in- 
cidents connected with the trip and of stories of sink- 
ings and combats as related to him by the commanders 
who had lived to see their prayer, “Give us this day our 
daily sub,”’ answered.

Two came together one evening at dusk, 
backed off, fired a torpedo apiece, then 
lost each other in the darkness., ~ 

“Another English ‘sub’ popped out of 
the water one day alongside of a steam- 
er that was being sunk by a Fritzer’s 
shell fire. The steamer lay between 
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him and the Fritzer, so, diving, the En- 
glishman waited until Fritz came sail- 
ing around, then put a torpedo into his 
solar plexus. For some reason—perhaps it was loot 
from a steamer—Fritz had some cases of beer piled on 
his deck.

hunting the hunter. 

“Surely a remarkable situation; and the cleverest 
stage manager could not have invented a more aston- 
ishing climax. The thing that happened outmovied 
the movies. Close and closer the American drew to 
his quarry. Closer and closer dr@w the second Hun 
astern. At last, poking up his periscope, the former 
saw the periscope of his prey sticking up out of the 
water dead ahead. He was just getting ready to 
charge and stick his sharp steel prow into the other’s 
metal vital, when—something happened. Boom! a 
huge green geyser “that looked like a waterspout,” 
rose under the Hun’s bows. 

“What was it? One of two things—either the first 
Hun fired a torpedo that exploded prematurely on 
leaving the tube, or he was hit by a torpedo fired at 
the American by his brother Hun.

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was covered with lice. The Germans is- 
sued us nothing, not even a mess tin. 
We ate out of old cans, and if we hap- 
pened to get a piece of meat in the soup 
too big to drink, we had to eat it with our 
fingers. 

From Laon, Savicki was sent to the 
prison camp at Rastatt, to which, early 
in the war, many French civilians were 
deported. He made the trip in a box 
car with 40-odd other Americans. They 
were three days and two nights en route, 
during which they subsisted on one piece 
of bread each and two drinks of water. 

At Rastatt conditions were better. It 
had felt the effects of the work that the 
American Red Cross was doing for Amer- 
ican prisoners in Germany. A shower 
bath had been shipped from Switzerland 
and it had been installed. Savicki got a 
bath and a change of underwear. Many 
-of the Americans in the camp were non- 
coms. Noncoms, Savicki was told, were 
not required to labor. The American re- 
mained 15 days in-this camp and re- 
ceived two boxés from the Red Cross, 
containing each 10 pounds of canned 
meat, beans, tobacco and hard tack. The 
Red Cross forwarded one of these boxes 
each week to evéry American prisoner in 
Germany. 

«,,From Rastatt, Savicki was sent to work 

on a farm. The farm was near a little 
town of 50 houses. It was presided over 
by an aged German and his wife. Their 
son, 30 vears old,-was at the front. The 
old farmer put his_charge to digging po- 
tatoes with a fork. Savicki worked from 
daylight until dark, about 14 hours. 

After dark he had a late supper at the 
same table as the German couple. Some- 
times the Germans had eggs and occa- 
sionally a little milk—never any meat— 
but usually their sole article of diet was 
potatoes, and potatoes was all they ever 
gave Savicki. 

After supper a German soldier came 
for the prisoner and marched him to a 
sort of guardhouse in which were quar- 
tered a group of Russian prisoners, who 
worked on othef farms. These Russians, 
although peace between Russia and Ger- 
many had long since been signed, were 
still held in captivity, despite their pro- 
tests. They were treated the same as 
the lone American, except that, whereas 
the latter Was locked in his prison all 
day on Sundays, they were allowed the 
freedom of the farm. 

Speaking their language, Savicki soon 
gained the confidence of the Russians. 
Some of them haé@ been captives for near- 
ly four years. All of them were re- 
strained from efforts to escape by the rig- 
orous punishinent inflicted upon = fugi- 
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tives when caught. This punishment con- 
sisted of 20 days’ solitary confinement in

Despite this prospect, Savicki decided 
to chance it. He learned from the Rus- 
sians that a snow-capped mountain, vis- 
ible in the distance, was in Switzerland; 
it would serve to guide him. On the fif- 
teenth day of his stay on the farm came 
his weekly box of provisions from the 
Red Cross. He and the Russians ate it 
between them, all except two cans of 
corned beef and two packages of hard- 
tack. This the American reserved for 
his flight. 

That night, as usual, the guard came to 
the farmhouse for his charge. As usual, 
the Yank started to the guardhouse. As 
usual, the sentry followed about 20 feet 
behind. In fact, the only unusual thing 
that happened this evening was that 
Savicki stepped aside at the door of his 
jail, and when the guard entered, as was 
his habit, he shut the door and locked it. 
Then he quietly made off. 

He cut straight across country, avoid- 
ing all highways. His path lay over the’ 
tops of several hills, through knots of 
woods and stretches of ground heavy with 
underbrush, across several smal] cultivat- 
ed valleys. He traveled all night, guid- 
ed by the knob of the mountain. He 
paused when he saw before him, glisten- 
ing in the moonlight, a little river, 
which he knew separated Germany from 
Switzerland. 2. 

Dawn found him in a clump of shrub- 
bery on a hillside, less than 300 yards 
from the nearest of the little vine-covered 
German sentry boxes, spaced scarcely 
more than 100 feet apart along the inter- 
national boundary. He breakfasted on 
corned beef, hardtack and water. i” 

In the cover of the bushes he remained 
all day. Across the valley he could see 
the peasants tilling the soil. They, he 
knew, were in Switzerland. Before him, 
in the foreground, too, he could see the 
river and the difficulties before him in 
crossing it. Paralleling the river was a 
railroad, the string of sentry boxes and 
a wide belt of barbed wire, obviously put 
there to prevent the escape of such as he. 
At noon he saw the sentries changed, and 
again in the evening. 

The sentries, he discovered, did not 
walk post, merely maintaining a watch 
from their boxes.

After dark he started. He crawled. So 
slowly and cautiously did he go that the 
trip to the edge of the barbed wire took 
five or six hours. There he rose and 
threaded his way through the strands, 
pausing after each step to unfasten the 
barbs which clung to his clothing. 

He came to the railroad track and 
crawled over that. He could dimly dis- 
cern the sentry boxes. He heard a guard 
cough in one of-them. He crawled on, 
laying a course midway between two of 
them. ; 
He gained the edge of the river. He 
stood on the bank. The other bank, 10 
feet away, was Switzerland and safety. 
He poised his vaulting pole and sprang 
for the further side. The pole sank four 
feet into the mud of the river bottom. 
Private Frank Savicki landed, belly deep, 
in the water, with something of a splash. 

There was a tense minute. Clinging 
to a clump of grass on the Swiss bank, 
Savicki waited for the bullets he was cer- 
tain were coming. But none came. Evi- 
dently the boche had not heard him. 
Finally, he pulled himself on to the land. 
He was a prisoner no more. 

By daylight he made a little Swiss vil- 
lage in which he met an old man who 
dried his clothes before a fireplace and 
gave him breakfast. The town received 
him graciously and bought him a ticket 
to Berne. At Berne the Red Cross fitted 
him out in a new uniform, and the Amer- 
ican colony outdid itself in affording en- 
tertainment worthy of an American ex- 
prisoner from Germany. 

His trip through the prison camps, and 
especially his 15 days on the farm, gave 
Savicki a store of information on how 
the Germans themselves were faring. Sol- 
dier, and civilians alike were stolid, un- 
smiling and miserable. They had very 
little to eat and they seemed to have lit- 
tle interest in who won the war, so long 
as it was soon ended. } 

“German soldiers actually on the line 
ate fairly well,”” says Savicki. ‘They all 
had bread, meat once a day, marmalade, 
‘coffee substitute and tobacco made of 
leaves. They did not have all they want- 
ed, but they had enough to keep them in 
good health. 

“The soldiers at the depots, 20 or 30 


miles behind the line, however, did not. 


get the same ration. They had meat only 
two or three times a week, and they sub- 
sisted mostly on war bread and veg- 
etables grown by themselves, French civ- 
ilians forced to work in their gardens 
and prisoners. 
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“In Germany itself there was little food 


of any kind. During the 15 days I 


worked on the farm I ate at the same 


‘table with the old farmer and his wife. 


They Had chickens and cows, but only 
rarely did they have milk or eggs them- 
selves, and never did they give me more 
than a boiled potato in hot water. With 
my box from the Red Cross I had a far 
better meal than they. 

“Every week German soldiers came to 
the farm with a wagon and took off the 


week’s accumulation of eggs and the. 


weekly harvest of potatoes. Once they 
took, over the farmer's protest, two live 
chickens. They had a book with them 
which apparently contained an inven- 
tory of what he had on the farm. 


“Once they were not satisfied with 


what he gave them and they searched the 


premises. For what they took they gave 
him a receipt, and I think the farmer ex- 
changed this receipt for German paper 
money, which was to be redeemable after 
the war in silver. There was no metal 
money in Garmany. 

“After I had been on the farm a week 
the farmer’s son arrived from the front 
on a furlough. As soon as he arrived he 
took off his uniform and all his equipment 
and sent it back to the front. This in- 
cluded his shoes. There was a shortage 
of all sorts of clothing and equipment at 
the front, he told me, and permissionaires 
had to turn back all their Government is- 
sue upon starting their leave. | 

“Of all the persons I met in Germany, 
the son was the only one who had a kind 
word for me. He gave me apples 6écca- 
sionally and told his father not to be 
too hard on me. 

“America, the son told me, had turned 
the scales of the war, and Germany had 
no hope. He complained of shortages of 
everything at the front. He believed, how- 
ever, that the United States was fighting 
for the money she would make out of it 
and he believed that the Ameri¢an sol- 
diers were fighting because they were so 
highly paid. 

“I heard many soldiers condemning 
Hindenburg. Some of them said that 
if he were dead the war would be over 
and everything would be all right.. 

“I saw only two automobiles all the 
time I was in Germany. They were am- 
munition trucks at the front. Nearly all 
»f the boche transport was by horse-drawn 
vehicles. There were large numbers of 
horses behind the front. They were in 
fair condition. After I got away from the 
front I did not even see many horses. On 
the farms oxen and milch cows were used 
for hauling.” 
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“After an unsuccessful attack on a Canadian trans- 
port that was carrying a corps of nurses, he sent a 
radio after the fleeing ship: ‘Sorry you must go- 
Give my love to the nurses.’ 

“It is said that the transport replied on behalf of 
the nurses: ‘Same to you!’” 


The Alcedo Sinking. 

These are the stories of hunting. What about being 
hunted, the prey of the submarine? This is the story 
o? the sinking of the Alcedo, a member of the Amer- 
ican flotilla, told by one of the survivors. 

“It happened at 2 in the morning, when a brilliant 
moon, always an ally to the boche, suddenly revealed 
the silver bursting of a torpedo out of the shining black 
sea. At 200 yards it swerved, and those who saw it 
coming held their breath in the hope that it might 
pass ahead. But it rectified its course—with " burst 
of fire struck into the forward quarters, where half 
a hundred men lay asleep. 

“Imagine yourself suddenly awakened, in utter 
darkness, to the groans of wounded and dying men. 
Nothing could be more disorganizing. Yet, quickly 
and coolly, the men turned up and ran to their sta- 
tions—even the wireless operator, who was blown up 
through the deck. There was no time to launch boats, 


_ for the launch was already sinking. In obedience to an 
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order to abandon ship, shouted from the bridge, the 
crew threw the boats overboard, then leaped after; 
and, while they swam around trying to right and 
bale them, the yacht slid with her dying and dead on 
down under the moonlit sea. 
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“It was some job to get those boats righted and 
baled’”—the survivor, a clean-faced sail lad, spoke 
with unconscious humor. “I tell you, home and mother 
looked a long way off just then. A plank, an oar, a 
straw, anything dry, looked good to me.” 


U-Boats and Mine Fields. 

Next to the destroyers and “blimps,” that is, the 
observation balloons and the airplanes, a submarine is 
in the greatest danger from mine fields. Many of 
these are of its own sowing. 

“As a matter of fact,”’ says the author, “more than 
one U-boat has ended its piratical career with a bang, 
for prohibited areas carry no ‘verboten’ signs. Any 
U-boat is welcome to come right in. And many others, 
principally mine layers have been hoisted by their 
own petards. Of one crucial instance-the second offi- 
cer made note: : 

“*A str@ng current carried this fellow on to a nest 
of eggs he had just laid at the mouth of an allied 
harbor. The Captain, who happened to be in the con- 
ning tower, was blown clear as the boat went down, 
and swam around till picked up by a patrol boat that 
investigated the explosion. He had shed his clothes 
in the water and represented himself as the sole sur- 
vivor of a Norwegian vesse} sunk by a mine. And he 
almost got away with it—not quite, however, for your 
Hun can always be depended upon to overplay a part. 
As the Limey skipper pertinently remarked, ‘The fel- 
low was too damned fluent.”’”’ 


U-Boat Limitations. 
U-boats are compelled to operate within compara- 
tively narrow lines, despite a long cruising radius, 


* 


and are prey to storms, fogs, uncharted rocks, tips 
of undersea mountains and other natural phenomena. 
The author relates hearing of one U-boat that actually 
strayed into the Great Maelstrom, the giant whirlpool 
in which Jules Verne selected to kill off Capt. Nemo, 


famed of fiction, and wreck his submarine, the Nau- | 


tilus, 40 years ago. 

A submarine does not “emerge and dive” with the 
ease of a porpoise and a “submarine seen is a subma- 
rine sunk,” the author declares. Seventy to a hun- 
dred miles is a good cruising radius under water; 
then the boat must emerge to recharge its batteries 
while steaming along the surface. If it be sighted on 
emerging with its batteries exhausted its situation be- 
comes desperate. There is a case on record of three 
submarines so caught, which lay for 48 hours on the 
bottom listening to the chug, chug of the patrol crews 
above. Two that tried to sneak away in the night 
were sunk. The third surrendered. 

Surface cruising has its limit also. At low speed a 
submarine’s radius runs up to 6000 or 7000 miles, but 
a good deal of this mileage is used up going to and 
from bases. On an average a U-boat can stay away 
from a base 20 or 25 days. To extend this limit sup- 
ply bases sometimes were established in the hunting 
waters. One ingenious commander used to cache bar- 
rels of oil on the sea bottom. A British Captain dis- 
covered the base, but instead of just destroying the 


barrels, he emptied them of their oil and refilled .

Considering the analogy between an 
airplane and a ship in discussing after- 
the-war flying, two question seem to 
trouble the uninitiated. One is the need, 
owing to possible engine breakdown, for a 
continuous string of landing grounds 
along every air route: the other is the 
danger of an airplane cansizing in the 
air and “crashing to earth” in the ap- 
proved sensational report style 

Now, consider the case of an ocean liner 
proceeding along, say the west coast of 
Africa. If its engines broke down and 
there happened to be a strong westerly 
gale blowing, it would be blown ashore 
and wrecked. Harbors along that coast 
are few and far between, and the coast 
itself offers no shelter to a broken down 
ship. Yet people will travel under those 
dangerous 5 neitienn The reason is, 
very simply, that owing to the high state 
of development of marine engineering. 
breakdowns are few and far between, and 
the number of wrecks is reasonable in 
proportion to the miles traveled 

As soon as the traveling public can be 
convinced that the number of airplane

miles flown, then airplane traveling will 
become popular. 


As a matter of fact, the airplane actu-. 


ally has an advantage over a ship, be- 
cause, given a decent pilot and a suffi- 
cient height above the ground, the odds 
are thousands to one that he will tand his 
airplane undamaged in some field or other 
if his engine gives out, whereas the most 
skillful pilot in the world cannot keep a 
steamship off the lee shore if his engines 
refuse to work and if there is bad hoid- 
ing ground for his anchors. Therefore, 
when airplane engines: become as reliable 
as the engines of steamships-—and they 
are nearly as reliable already, so far as the 
big, fixed-cylinder engines are concerned 
—the airplane should have as much cus- 
tom from the _ traveling public as the 
steamship lines.

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connected with airplanes, people are apt 
to judge peace flying by the performances 
of war machines.
